Following Joe Cavallaro’s punt, 
Burke fumbled to Hornet Randy 
Heckman on the Gator eight. Mil- 
ler ran over right tackle from four 
yards out to score. When Smith's 
kick was wide, the Hornets re- 
mained out in front 20-14. 

Unable to use Mike Clemons 
for a field goal attempt, SSC failed 
on a fourth down pass on the 
SFSC 22.

Comerchero Hits 
Athletic Budget

What began as an_ informal 
round-table discussion for Blue 
and Silver Key members last Sun- 
day evening flared into a one man 
attack on present budget policy. 

The protaganist was Victor 
Comerchero, English instructor, 
whose demand that action be taken 
against the lack of an adequate 


cultural affairs budget was met 
with reservations but not with dis- 
approval. 


His complaint was that the pres- 
ent budget is structured on the 
basis of tradition and precedent 
but that it has no justification. 
This campus, he continued is cul- 
turally impoverished with very 
little intellectual stimulation. 


The overriding principle in draw- 
ing up the budget, SSC president 
Paul Sax noted, is that money is 
not allotted for new programs at 
the expense of others. The Board 
of Finance he explained recom- 
mends a budget to the BOD who 
merely rubber stamps their report 
with a few exceptions. 

Pat Donavan, coordinator for 
cultural affairs, came in at this 
point in support of Comerchero. 
Priorities, he agreed must be es- 
tablished, but if this is the case 
then it is the responsibility of the 
college to change values which be- 
come meaningful to students. 


Naturally, football and athletics 
identifies the college to the com- 
munity. It is, however, he mused, 
as stimulating as a gladiatoral con- 
test. The shift must be made from 
an athletic centered economy to 
one of refinement. 

The issue, he contended, is not 
just athletics vs. cultural affairs 
but a basic value judgment. 

The discussion shifted to more 
basic issues centered on the new 
college union. Comerchero could 
not see the need for such a build- 
ing before plans had been made 
for an auditorium which he con- 
sidered vital to the cultural en- 
hancement of the campus. 


Blue Key member Tom Bloom 
refuted this idea on the contention 
that practicality must be consider- 
ed first and that a college union 
can expect the most income 

No real conclusion was reached 
so far as Comerchero was concern- 
ed because he was primarily con- 
cerned with what action would be 
the result of the meeting. The pur- 
pose of the discussion was to in- 
form members of the Blue and 
Silver Key about the factors in- 
volved in the issues which they 
felt had been clouded by reports 
in The Hornet.

Dr. Rees presently is director of 
the SSC Speech and Hearing Cen 
ter, a clinic which has been estab- 


lished at Sacramento State in con- 
nection with the training of speech 
and -hearing clinic workers for the 
public schools 

She received her Ph.D. degree 
in speech pathology and audiology 
from the State University of iowa 

From 1947 to 1951, she was di 
rector of special services in the La 
Grande, Oregon, Public Schools 
In 1961, she was editor of the 
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ASHA Convention abstracts, and 
served as associzte editor of the 
Journal of Speech and Hearing 
Disorders 

Since 1962, she has been book 
review editor of the Jourial.
